Remarks 

Applicants request consideration of the above-referenced patent application. 

I. Amendments to the specification 

The amended portions of the specification are shown on page 2 above. Applicants believe that 
the amendments to the specification do not introduce new matter and are permissible under MPEP 
§2163.07. Specifically: 

A. Applicants have amended the paragraph bridging lines 8-14 on page 10 to insert a sequence 
identification number for the recited nucleotide sequence. Applicants also have enclosed a 
sequence listing showing the nucleotide sequence recited in the specification (i.e., SEQ ID 
NO: 1). 

B. Applicants have amended the sentence bridging lines 1 1-13 on page 10 to recite that the 
modified T7 primer has 24 thymidines at the 3* end rather than the 5' end. This amendment is 
supported by the originally filed application at, for example, lines 13-14, which provide the 
sequence of the modified T7 primer. 

II. Claim listing 

This Amendment B does not cancel or amend any claims, nor does it add new claims. Thus, 
claims 1-10 and 12 are pending. All pending claims are shown on pages 3-4 above.
